STATS HOUSE. Boston. Jan. 31.— 


The senate yesterday 
completed 
the 


reading and reference to committees of 
all the petitions and bills filed with Its 
clerk last week, and is now practically 
ready for the more serious work of 
considering the bills in committees and 
in the senate sessions. The house, with 
nearly six times as many matters pre- 
sented by its members, will reach the 
same stage at the end of today's ses- 
sion, there remaining only about one 
hundred and fifty petitions which have 
not been referred. 


Tho matters read and referred yes- 


terday contained many of an interest- 
ing nature, but very few of real im- 
portance. 
One which will appeal to 


cigaret smokers prohibits the sale- of 
cigarets In which either the paper or 
the tobacco have been treated with 
anything to increase combustion. 


Another bill, filed on petition of Rep. 


Kearney of Boaton. provides for the 
appointment of a special commission, 
to consist of the commissioner of la- 
bor, a member of the Industrial acci- 
dent board, a representative of labor. 
and a reputable physician, to make an 
Investigation and submit to the general 
court 6Uch~YeeommeNdaUons as it may 
have to prevent the communication of 
diseases by persons handling food and 
drink. 


L. C. Downey is the petitioner for 


legislation to put a stop to the prac- 
tice of allowing "tipplers" to measure 
their own drinks of hard stuff. 
The 


bill provides that it shall be Illegal to 
permit a customer to pour his own 
drink from the bottle, and requires the 
bartender to pour into a glass not less 
than two ounces of the favorite brand 
of the purchaser, with a stipulation 
that it shall he not less 
than 
three 


years old. Happily, ale and lager beer 
are exempted from the operation of the 
act,

provernent in .sanitary conditions ha,v 
followed the Intensive investigations 2 
rural communities-carried on by th 
United States public health service i 
co-operation 
with 
local 
and

health oflice'rs, according to the 
nual report of the Surgeon General o 
that service. 
During the past fiSCa 
year 16.369 rural homes in eight diff< 
ent states were visited and many of 
them re-visited. " In each 
of 
these 
homes information, was obtained as lo 
the prevalence of disease and 'insani- 
tary conditions, and a complete sam- 
\&ry. ?u,ryey of,the premises conducted. 
This was followed by reinspcctions to 
determine if remedial measures., had 
been 
instituted. In ,but a relatively 
small preeentage of the cases did the 
persons concerned, after having their 
attention drawn- to the danger of a 
particular unhygienic condition, 
fall 


to 
inaugurate 
corrective 
measures, 


Stimulus was given to the work by 
means of public lectures/ the forma- 
tion of active sanitary organizations, 
and the enlisting of all public spirited 
citizens in ' the campaigns.1 for 
v reform.

PHILADELPHIA. Jan. 21.—With de- 


nunciation of whaL lie termed Ger- 
many's "cynical disregard of tlie obli- 
gations of international humanity" on 
the oiio hand and with high praise for 
German "national eiliclcncy" auU care 
of its workers on Hie other, Theodore 
Roosovelt delivered the principal ad- 
dresa before the National Conference on 
Americanization here last night.

days' session, at which problems of im- 
ml&ratipji were considered. 


Under the theme o: "Fear God and 


Take Vour OH a Part," Colonel Uoose-

fill her promises of liberty and

opportunity to the people

from foreign lands, declaring that to 
be the first essential in 
transforming 


them Into desirable citizens. Germany 
had, he said, proved that an autocratic 
government can lake care of Us work- 
Ing classes and Its business interests 
at the same time and the aim of the 
United States should be to demonstrate

There is no 
doubt that hundreds of thousands flock 
to our shores with their imaginations 
Inflamed for the freedom and justice 
they expect to find here. They give up 
their old homes and come here with 
high hopes of better living conditions 
and greater opportunities. The oppor- 
tunities 
are 
undoubtedly 
here. But 


thousands of simple minded folks from 
the villages of Europe do not know how 
to find them. They are herded Into in- 
dustrial 
communities, 
and 
either 


hrough the bad business1 conditions or 
.hrough inhumanity and 
indifference 


they are forced to lead lives that dis- 
ippoint every promise made to them by 
this nation. It is difficult lo make good 
Americans of these people. The surest 
way to win them Is to redeem the 
promises of America. Give them social 
and industrial justice. And this can be 
done only through the effective regula- 
tion of business. 


"We should at once begin govern- 


mental encouragement an'd control 
our munitions plants. To make war on 
them Is to make war on the 
Unite' 


States: and those doing so should b 
treated accordingly and all who encour 
age them should be treated accordingls 
The existing plants should be encour 
aged In every legltimiate way. and pro 
vision made to encourage this continu- 
ance after the war. But it is most un- 
fortunate that they are situated so near 
tha aeacoast. 
The 
establishment 
of 


munitions plants further inland should 
be in every way encouraged and pro- 
moted.

sented a bill providing that the work- 
men's compensation act be made man- 
datory upon all employers, in order 
that every workman in the common- 
wealth may receive its benefits, if in- 
jured. 


Other bills prohibit the sale and use 


of firecrackers loaded in whole or In 
part with gunpowder, under penalty of 
a fine of J100 or imprisonment for 30 
days, and prohibit the disposal of real 
estate by picture puzzle contests or 
similar methods.

THUKC KKYKRK BILLS 


BOSTON. Jan. 21.—In the Massachu- 


setts house of representatives yester- 
day afternoon the committee on cities 
reported throe bills aftccting the city 
government of Revere. 
One provides 


that the members of the city council 
may have salaries of an amount 
ap- 


proved by the mayor, not 
to exceed 


£300 a year. Another provides for three 
trustees ol the Revere public library to 
be appointed by the mayor subject to 
confirmation by the council. The third 
provides for three additional members 
of the school committee, the mayor to 
be a member by virtue of his oilice. 
Each of the bills has a referendum to 
the city council anil also requires the 
approval of the mayor. 


A petition of Martin T. 
Joyce was 


presented asking for legislation to pro- 
vide that in event of a change in the 
system of lighting the gas lamps in 
Boston, or before consent Is given to 
the head of a department to change the 
same, it shall be compulsory to hold a 
public hearing at least 30 days previ- 
ous lo the time that the new method 
is to be installed.

1 AMERICAN DYESTUFFS 


H Is certainly difficult for the lay- 


man to find the truth on the dyestuff 
situation. On the one hand we read 
hut owing to the continued shortage 
of dyes clothing next summer will bo 
nostly while, from necessity, and on 
he other hand we read statistics that 
show how America has overcome the 
dKllcultics arising from war's disor- 
ganization of 
ihe 
dyestuft Industry. 


From the dally Commerce Report of 
the government we glean lhat before 
the war America imported about 25,000 
tons of coal-tar colors annually and 
iiaiuifactureii 3300 tons, mostly from 
imported 
materials. We read 
that 


now we are manufacturing 15,000 tons 
a year and Increasing their capacity 
to double this 
fiuantity. There are 


seventeen 
firms 
manufacturing 
the 


materials and twelve turning out the 
finished dyes. 


If the commerce reports are relia- 


ble, why should there be any shortage 
of American dyes1.' We have the ma- 
terials, we have the brains, our schools 
and private experimental plants have 
proved that we 'need not be dependent 
on any foreign country.; 
Can it be 


lhat we still lack the organization and 
the capacity to turn our knowledge 
and inventiveness to account? It is 
not a nice reflection but if this coun- 
try suffers from dye shortage for an- 
other year, it will not be hard to un- 
derstand why German 
efficiency 
has 


been so successful in peace and war.

An arraignment of the foreign poli- 


cies at the administration was made 
by Henry A. Wise U'ood, chairman of 
the conference committee on nation- 
al defence of -\'ew York. 
"Il may be said with accuracy thai 


we have no foreign policy al the mo- 
ment," he said. 
"With Ihe desiruction 


of our citizens while, on foreign mer- 
chant ships, or upon our own mer- 
chant ships, we offer no armed inter- 
ference, nor do we offer armed inter- 
ference when our citizens while upon 
foreign soil ;ire destroyed, their wives 
and children oulrajjed. their properly 
confiscated. Furthermore, it is to be 
doubted whether at the moment we 
are willing to enforce by armed inter- 
vention, such of our domestic policies 
as arc inimical 10 Ihe interests -of for- 
eign nations." 
He advocated a naval 
policy that
